28.—The 


steamer Clauds ne arrived from Honolulu 
tt 2 o'clock this morning, with the 
itartling news that tho monarchical gov- 
ernment in Hawaii wad overthrown on 
January 14tb, The Queen endeavored 
to force her cabinet to eign a new consti- 
tution, giving her increased powers over 
the people, but the cabinet rebelled. A 
committee of safety was for ned on Sun- 
day, and on Monday, January ICth, a 
provisional government was established. 
The monarchy was abrogated and ths 
que-?n and her eupporters farced to con- 
sent. The committee of eafety isened a 
proclamation appointing an executive 
council of four members to conduct af- 
fairs until terms of an ion with the 
United States have been negotiated and 
passed upon. 


All powers represented at Honolulu, 


except Great Britain, have recognizsd 
the now (rovoroment. A committee wns 
appointed to go to Washington p.nd 
negotiate a treaty oE annexation. They 
arrived on the Olnudine and left this 
morning for the east. 


The revolution was almost a bloodless 


one. 
Only one man was hart, a native 


policeman.

As im instance of tho nlnrm which pre- 


vnilo in Paris I may mention tho excite- 
ment which wnB produced in tho noigh.- 
borhood of tho Louvro through tho dis- 
covery of a mysterious object which waa 
thought to bo a bomb. A policeman on 
duty in tho Pkco <hi Palnia Royal was 
told that an "infernal machine" had 
boon found in a house in tho vicinity of 
tho Hotel du Louvre, nnd on proceeding 
to tho spot lip saw a largo parcel, care- 
fully tied with cord, from which issued 
&Mpd of fuse. 


Ho was about to open tho packet for 


tho purpose of ascertaining the natnro 
of its contents when tho bystanders in- 
tervened, and nt hist ho carried it off to 
tho office of tho commissary of police.

CAUSKS OF 
TUB LOW PKICES 


AH Exhaustive Report Pi-epared Ity 


the Kxccntive Committee for 


Discussion. 


The California State Raiein Growers^ 


nssociation will hold a meeting at 2 
o'clock nest Wednesday afternoon in 
Vaunt; Men's Christian association hall. 


The following report of'the executive 


committee will he presented, end it is 
therefore desirable that there should he 
£ full attendance in order that a full and 
intelligent diecaseion of the matters 
therein embraced may be had: 


Your executive committee in submit- 


ting this, their report, would call atten- 
tion to their previous reporta, which 
deal fully with the work ot toe associa- 
tion and the efforts made to sustain 
prices prior to the flret day of laet No- 
vember. 


They have now to report that the 


raiein crop for the year 1892 amounted to 
about 2100 carloads,or42,000,000 pounds. 
Of tbia, about 1000 carloads were sold 
and^forwarded east prior to November let, 
at prices which tho packers assured the 
association would bring tbo grower for 
the greater portion 4^ cents per pound. 


In November several hundred carloads 


of the remainder were consigned to eaet 
ern brokers, who in many cases loaned 
money thereon, and were Bold at prices 
that would bring the grower about 1 
cent per pound. 


Since the first day of January compe- 


tition appears to have ceased, and tho 
raisin market is slowly regaining its nor- 
mal condition. Several Bales have been 
made at advanced prices, and at the 
time of writing this report raisins are, in 
Borne centers, selling at 50 per cent above 
the prices current during the month ol 
November. 


Your committee would attribute this 


deplorable result to the ioeano competi- 
tion which exists between rival co-oper> 


e raisin packing companies, and rival 


commission packers of the state, and to 
the practice which has heretofore pre- 
vailed of throwing the great bulk of the 
raisin crop of the etate upon the eastern 
market at one time, without regard to 
the consumptive demand; to the fraud- 
ulent and dishonest branding of raisins; 
to the absence of sufficient capital iu the 
business, and to the practice indulged in 
by many ot the comparative packers o! 
consigning raiaiiis to eastern brokers auci 
drawing upon such brokers for one-hall 
the GBtiinateu value of the raisins, and 
requiring ihe broker to advance tho 
fre:ght; and to the eale of thc:B raisins, 
in inany caeca upon an already over- 
crowded 
market, 
immediately npou 


their arrival, at considerably lees than 
their value; to the great jealousy which 
psiats betaeen rival packers, and also 
between rival brokers; to the absence ol 
any systems of uniform marketing; to 
the eu!o by needy Rrowora to jmckcro 
who trade upon the necessity of the 
grower and purchase hie raisins at prices 
varying from 1}J to 2,';, cants pur pound, 
little more than ono-Lulf the cost of pro 
duction. 


In the month ot July we caused in- 


quiries to be mado in the eastern market 
as to the price at which raising were 
being sold (or delivery in the months o! 
September and October, and we found 
that several ot the largest co-operative 
packing companies, and many commis- 
sion packere, had contracted to sell the 
rttielnb which they 
anticipated 
the 


grower would intrust to them, at prices 
that would net the grower less than 3^ 
cents per pound. We interviewed sev- 
eral of these packers and brokera, and 
with the assis.anco of the grower, who 
iu many instances refused to supply the 
raising on 
his contract, to be thus 


slaughtered, we were enabled to obtain 
from the commission packer a promise 
that these orders at these prices shoal J 
not be conQnned. Our influence with 
the cg-oparalive packing companies was 
leas potent for good, and we believe thai 
many co-operative houses delivered a 
large portion of their early pack at ruin- 
ously low prices. 


To repeat, we say that one of the prin- 


cipal reasons of the disastrous condition 
of tbe raiein market Is the inpane com- 
petition which has this year, as in years 
past, taken place between the packers 
who pack on commission, and the cc 
operative packing companies, which is 
stimulated by the rival brokers who han- 
dle their raising. ThiE competition has 
for ite object the early sale of raisins, 
with very little regard to the prices they 
brini:. Xo uccomplibh IhiB uud, a riv- 
alry has sprung up between brokers an<j 
C':ers alike, who sacrifice raieius be- 


ing to the grower to un extent that 


threatens the very lifo of tho industry. 
Tha practice of the trade has been to 
take orders in the eastern market, in the 
months of July and August, for delivery 
in the months of September and Octo- 
ber, and in this manner this year a 
large portion of tbe crop was marketed. 
With the remainder the co-operative 
picker is in the habit, for the most part, 
of consigning that which he handles to 
brokers in the 
east and borrowing 


money thereon; the broker also ad- 
vances the freight, takes the raisins ae 
security, and sells them in many in- 
stances wi boat any lOgard to tbe re- 
quirements of the particular market to 


hich they are sent. 
Thus it happens that in some centers 


there have been forced at one time on an 
already overstocked market as mai>y ae 
Ofty carloads of raisins, which are Bold 
immediately upon their arrival. The 
purchaser of theea raisins gets them fsr 
below their value, holds them until the 
consumption creates a demand, end 
then eoJls them at a very large profit. 
. 


Another cause which has assisted to 


iring about the present result is that, 
early in the season, nearly all those 
packers who heretofore had purchased 
largely from the grower direct, signed 
an undertaking pledging themselves to 
refrain from purchasing raisins during 
the year 1892. 
This compelled the 


growers to iutroet the pickers w:th their 
raiBTn9 to pack and sell on commission. 
Nearly one-half of the pack of the state 
was this season marketed this rcay; the 
prices charged by tbe packer formed a 
lame part of his profit. The other ele- 
ment consisted of a cummtesion of 5 per 
ueat, to which must be added a broker- 
age of 2)» per cf nt. 


Another feature is that those packers 


w>-d purchaerd raiaine of the grower, and 
they were only abont four in number, 
entered into a contract with him that 
le should deliver to them, the packers, 
BO much of his crop as was cured prior to 
October 15th. 
By this arrangement the 


merchnnt secured from the grower the 
choicest 
portion 
of 
his 
crop, 


nd tbe remainder the grower had no 
'maneof marketing; thepackera refoeed 
0 handle tho second crop from those 
ram whom they did not receive the first 
imp; tbe major portion of this second 
lalf of tbe crop was then eold at from 


centfl to 2% ctnts per pound. The 
aina EO sold were porchrned by those 


who refused to have anything to do with 
.1 o agreement to nufltftin prices, and 


ro then placed rjpon tho market and 


ressld at prices far below that which tbe 
aeuociation packera were offering, and 
this had tbo elfect of breaking tbo mar- 
ket. 


Another difficulty which has beset the 


raiein industry in this state daring th« 
pus! four ye«rn is that there is not&nffi- 
t cppjtHl fn tho buninflsfl to enable 


the packer to bold radios fri thin date 
tin'!! the confln rapt ion east jnBtifiee their 
1 ipment. Tim grower requires from 


the pucker »n advance of 60 per cent oa 
the eetlrjoatfti value of the ralglne, to b« 
paid to him when he delivers them ot 
tho packing house, and he also requites 
the remainder to be paid to him within 
ninety c'aye of auch delivery. Many ol 
the packers engaged in tlie buaiiieBB have 
not the capital to hold the raisineaud 
they in turn burrow 50 per cent of their 
value Irom thoir brokers, who also ad- 
vance the freight, taking the raisins aa 
security. Thie virtually planed the con* 
trol ol the raisins in tbe homJs of tht 
broker. 
Theeo wero then consigned 


east, witbout repard to tb« market there, 
nud were Hold tor the most part to ppocn- 
latora for. what in many instances would 
(•nly brinK the grower from 2 cents 10 i?J^ 
umtfl perpotinu1,sometimes much lose. 


Your committee would 
deeire 
to 


acknowledge the aeBifilaoco they hnve 
received fiom many pnukera aiul brokera 
who hnve honorably endeavored to keep 
the contract entered iuto between then] 
and the association, full particulars ol 
which have been given in previous re- 
ports; bat at the same time thoy would 
torn plain of many brokers and packers 
who, haviinc given their pled go to ob- 
serve a schedule price, have sought in 
every way to avoid their obligations am) 
to Rain a fraudulent advantage over 
those packers who were honorably sus- 
taining prices. 


It should be borne in mind thatnei her 


the co-operative packer nor the uommiB- 
eion packer have a direct interest in the 
prices at which raisins are marketed, 
fcenca your committee, with the assist- 
ance of the trade, having established a 
uniform prica, aesontcd to by nearly all 
the packers and most of (be growers for 
a 
Brat quality London layer raisin, 


and a uniform price for a second quality 
London layer raisin, some of the co-oper- 
ative bouses in order to secure a speedy 
sale and thus get a dishonest advantage 
over their competitor/a in trade ceased to 
brand their first quality layer raising as 
euch, and packed their best quality un- 
der a second quality brand and solO 
them at eecond quality prices, they bo- 
ing as good a quality of layer afl Califor- 
nia can produce. 
Their agents then 


went east with samples and made large 
gales of first quality goods at second 
quality prices, under the representation 
tnat their second quality brand was equal 
to their competitor's "rst quality. 'JChe 
advantage they derived from tbia was 
that they derived early sales, but at low 
prices. The packers' and brokers' an- 
swer to tho committee when com plain I 
had been mado to tbem as to tbe low 
prices nt which they wero sacrificing 
mains has in many instances been tbiH 
the law ol supply and demand will al- 
ways regulate prices. To this we would 
reply that in order to apply the prin 
ciplee of aupply and demand it is nee a- 
aary tbat the raisins should be held by 
tbo grower or packer until such time as 
consumption creates a demand, or in the 
eame manner 
BB wheat and cotton ia 


held, and not as heretofore be thrown 
upon tbe market at one time, and tha1 
bafore consumption has begun. 


ID the present year tha wholesale 


trade loaded up with about 1000 carloads 
(or which they paid, for tho greater por- 
tion, combination prices which were cal 
culated to net the grower 4>£ cents per 
pound in thi sweat box. In November 
and before t-beeo ruiaiae had been reeok 
by the wholesale trade, several hundroi 
carloads were shipped cast to an over- 
stocked market, and were oold for just 
what they would bring, tho purchasers 
in some instances being speculators. 
The effect ot this wao that the wholesale 
traders who had purchased iu September 
and October, at combination prices, am 
hud the raiains unsold in thoir ware- 
houses, wero enabled to buy in Novem- 
ber, 
tbe etimo quality raisin, at littlf 


more than half the price they had pftit* 
for thoeu thpy still had in their poesoE 
elon. 


This has had the effect of doatroyinf 


confidence, weakening tho market anc 
rendering it difficult to do business in 
the future. Many merchants east, wit}] 
whom your committee hss communi- 
cated, say they prater lo handle foreign 
raisins to California raielna. They ad- 
mit the better grades of California rai 
tiua are lower in price and supeiior in 
quality to the Spanish, but the Spaniard 
exercises common flense in tho handling 
of his goods, which maintain a firm, 
prevailing price throughout tbe season, 
thua creating confidence and protecting 
the wholesale purchaser from loss. 


Many eastern merchants have suf- 


fered so seriously fro21 the decline In the 
priceof raising after they had purchased, 
that they have declined to handle Cali- 
fornia raisins, except thoy can purchase 
tho ji at speculative prices. 


Messrs. Matthew Deau & Go, of New 


York aro porhnpa the largest handlers o! 
raisins in that state. Thoy write under 
date of December 7th: "The raisin 
market still continues to decline without 
any reason fur it, except the silly and 
short-sighted management of tho Cali- 
fornia.^ themeelves; but BO long as tboy 
are the losers, aud we not, it is their fu- 
ntral and wo ought not to complain. We 
have bought BO far this ecafeon sixty car- 
loads aud soli moat of them at a prolit, 
B'-d are prepared to buy moro whoa of 
fared at still lower price?, PS we expect 
they will be, because thure scorns to be 
no limit to thn ilficltna. California own- 
ura, or thoir agents, soom to think thera 
Is no real valua to California nt'sius, and 
thoir williagnoes to accept almost any 
price that ia offered them has also edu- 
cated all tho buyers throughout this 
country to think the sumo; BO as long 
as they continue the same methods ol 
shipping all over the country, givinp 
agents discretion to sell regardless of 
limits, just so long their goods will be 
slaughtered. Spanish raisins hold firm 
aud eell very well at about 40 per cont 
moro thau Calilornia raisins, though the 
latter are hotter goods. This is owing to 
the bettor management of the Span- 
iards." 


In another letter addressed to tho as- 


sociation, and bearing date 
January 


20tb, we extract the following: 


"We would Bay that we think tho 


method thus far pureued by the Califor- 
niane in • Felling and distributing their 
raisins is most ruinous tothbrnoolvts, as 
well as unsatisfactory to those who buy 
and distribute tbem in theeaet. Califor- 
nia raisins are superior to Valencias in 
quality, and still the latter rule in price. 
The California people place their raisins 
In tho hands of the commiteion mer- 
chants to dispose of, using thsirown dis- 
cretion, hence there is no one to support 
;he market and it must always go down 
under theee circumstances, until it gets 
BO low, as in the present caee, some 
patties who regard it like buying goods 
nt a sheriff's stila at fitly cents on the 
do'lar, take hold and buy to k^ep until 
the interior consignments have been ex- 
hausted, when they advance their price 
and nap the benefit. 


"When your association can control 


the entire raietu products of California, 
nod will prevent shipments being made 
on tho eamo basis ti smaller cities than 
say Chicago and New York, you can gt»t 
what your goods are worth, but so long 
aa the opposite or present course is pur- 
sued will yr.nr ffiorls be continued to he 
sacrificed," 


Much has veen written on the subject 


of over-production. A reference to the 
table sup: lied in the report of tbe state 
br»ard of horticulture, page 36, will show 
that in 1880, when tho grower rpceived 
Irom & to t>>£ cents a pound lor his rais- 
ins, there were shipped out of the state 
3!>,000,000 pounds. In 1890, when raieina 
brought the grower 5 centa a pound, the 
rxportfl increasad to 41,000,000 pounds. 
In 1891, when raisin* averaged tbe 
jrower 8 cents per pound, tho innrpare 
waa slight, amounting to 
44,000,000 


minds. In 1802, from the returns pub- 
lished, the entlro crop of tbia state, ex- 
ported and to be exported, amounts to 
42,OCO,000 pounds. 


Hpaniah imports for the nit van months 


ending November 30, 1802, amount to 


endareeeldomToD* purchased at leas 
than ?S per box, white the average price 
for California flret class layers baa thlf 
year, when, properly marketed, ranged 
from $t 05 to $2 per box, and there has 
been a scarcity at theee prices. 


Tho scarcity of capital iu the business 


has heretofore thrown a large portion yi 
the raisin trade into the bunds of tbo 
broker. While your committee would 
deplore any change which would limit 
or roducB tbo capital need iu the busi- 
ness, they would call attention to the 
fact that most of tho banks in the state 
are willing to advance all the capital thai 
ifl 
needed to 
co-operative 
\ licking 


houses, upon thn joint note of the grow- 
ers forming the corp. ration. 
If thin 


practice of 
borrowing 
money 
was 


adopted freely, and the practice of bor- 
rowii g from tho broker aud allowing 
him to pay tho freight was discontinued, 
tho grower ami the pncker would con- 
tinue to own their raisins, and thus be 
able to control tho price at which sales 
are made. 


It has been often said, that as between 


all the classes of producers aud manu- 
facturers, the clssa that tills the soil has 
the least facnlty tor successful combina- 
tion and co-operation for self •protection. 
The experience of the past year has fully 
proved the truth of this aeseitlon. Mu- 
tual trust io absent from tho ranks of the 
grower, the -packer and the 
broker. 


Many small growers prefer to sell from 
their wagon at the packing bouse, in- 
credible us it may eeem, at from 1% to 
2>£ cents per pound, when by marketing 
through a commission or co-operative 
packer, they could receive at the time c: 
.delivery GO per coat of the estimated 
eelling price ot their crop, with the pros- 
pect of receiving at the rate of 4K cents 
per pound when the raisins are sold. 


To summarize this year's operations 


we would Bay, that while many of tbo 
brokers and packers hono-ably maintain 
their obligations and observe the eon- 
Irani price, nearly one-half of the entire 
pack of the state was sold at a pries that 
.would for tho most part pay the grower 
4>o cents a ponnd. As before stated ,iii 
the month of November the compact was 
broken, and many packers who con- 
signed raisins east borrowed money 
upon them and gave the broker to sell 
tbem at any price they would bring, and 
they were BO Bold at prices which, after 
deducting freight charges and for pack- 
ing and commission, would not net the 
grower one-half the amount it cost him 
to produce the raisins. For example, 
many carloads wero sold at 3}^ cents per 
pound. From this would have to bo de- 
ducted $1.40 per 100 pounds for freight, 
37,i(j cents per 100 pounds, the price 
charged by tho commission packer for 
packing loose raisios, and 24>.< coots 
brokerage and commission, thus netting 
tbe grower leas than IK cents a pound/ 


Trading upon this demoralized mar- 


ket, the eastern 
broker became the 


buyer, purchasing largely of tho raisins 
still unsold in the state, from the dis- 
couraged packer, and holding them tor a 
large prott. 


At the time of writing this report, in- 


formation hug beeu received, that many 
carloads of raisins have, in the last few 
days been purchased by brokers at 
prices ranging from i.^ cents to 2% 
cants per pound, and that at a time 
when the eastern market was recover- 
ing, and raising which had been eold i 
November at slaughtered prices, wart 
being result! by their purchasers at an 
advance ol from 50 to 75 per cont. Those 
re-ea!tBaro of no benefit to theRrowor 
or tho packer, the-custom speculator gets 
the profit, and tho neody grower has the 
mortification of knowing that a combi- 
nation of capital ims succeeded in ob- 
taining his raisius at a price, in many 
instances of lees than one-half what it 
has com him to produce ilipin. 


Your committee Imve before them a 


liet of Bales made dining the past few 
day«, by whfuh msnv co-ojivrativu pack- 
ing houses have, through their niimagt)< 
ment. succumbed to the panic thug 
created, and havo disposed of their rai- 
eius for CrBhto the broker, packed and 
ready for delivery, at from 2% lo 2'.^ 
conta a pound. In contemplatingthtsatate 
of circumetanctc, it should be rtuienv 
bored that every pound of raisins deliv- 
ered at the pacUing house, coats the 
farmer 2% cents a ponnd to produce. 


Tbe time has arrived when the grow- 


ers should take the marketing of raisins 
into their own hands. 


Prior to the year 1889, nearly the 


w hole ol tho raisin crop of the state was 
marketed by tho merchant packer, who 
purchased outright from tho grower, at 
prices varying from 5 cents to OJjj cents 
a pound. The raiein trade was then 
entirely in the bands of tbe .merchant 
packer, tho co-operative pncker had not 
yet sprung into existence, consequently 
tho ralniuB wero then marketed intelli- 
gently by those who owned tbem and 
saw in them an clement of profit. 


In ]889 and subsequent yeare, a larco 


portion of the trade full into the hands 
of co-operative packing houses, 
who 


commenced a strong competition with 
tup merchant packer. This competition 
has become so fierce that the merchant 
packer is today practically driven from 
the fluid—instead of twenty-six mer- 
chant packers purchasing raisins ot the 
grower, wo havo only four or five, who 
this year pnrcha&ed, and they, for the 
moat part, at ruinously low prices. 


While co-operation, under the propei 


management, is tho true principle of 
business, wo dpsiro to impress upon the 
association tho loss which tho grower has 
sustained by the incompetent manage- 
ment ot comparative societies. In many 
cases the directors are chosen fcr their 
social qualities, and not for their busi- 
ness ability, and durlog the' pest season 
more injury has boon done to the raisin 
maiket by tho obstinate manner in 
which co-operative director?, notwith- 
standing that they wore members of the 
uBBocia'ion, insisted on managing their 
own business in their own way, and re- 
fused or neglected to maintain prices, 
thus rendering It impossible for their 
competitors whu were working with the 
aiBociation to refrain from meeting their 
competition. 


The testimony ol many packers and 


brokers who hnve supported tbe asso- 
ciation In its endeavor to stop competi- 
tion nnd to sustain prices is that last 
year's competitive market as a basis, 
raisins sold this season prior to Novem- 
her 1st brought from 1% to 2 cants per 
ponnd in excees of tbe price at which 
raiding were told in 1801. This on 20,- 
000,000 pounds je a money gain to tha 
grower of $200,000; and the rneult is due 
entirely to the work ot the association in 
ninging grower and packer together, 
and getting an agreementto adopt a uni- 
*orm price. 


We are satisfied that had tbat agree- 


ment beeu maintained throughout tho 
season the whole crop could have been 
marketed in the same manner. 


We would call attention to the follow- 


ing facts, to-wit: Your committee them- 
solves are largely engaged in the produc- 
.Jon of rai&Tns, and cheerfully and gratu- 
totiely have devoted a large portion of 
thoir time and money to tho work of tlie 
association, and in such work nave trav- 
eled to distant portions of the state, ad 
J reeled many meetings of growers, and 
assisted nt local organisation a. Tboy 
have in every instance paid their own 
railroad fare and hotel bills, in addition 
o many incidental expenses in connrc- 
ton with the office and with ibe associa- 
tion. The secretary has devoted the 
whole of his time for the past seven 
months to the work of the association, 
and boa received for such work up to 
date the sum of $160, the balance of sal- 
iry dne him remains unpaid, with no 
unds in the treasury to liquidate tbe 
same.

The Urgent vln«vardlot6 of tbe 
state, with three exceptions, have reaped 
the benefit arising from ouvlabors with- 
out contributing anything to help tbe 
cause. 


Every meet ng of growers that is called, 


every report tliatia forwarded by mail to 
the 4000 growers in the state coets not 
Ions thau $00. Nine of these meetings 
aud reports have, during tho la&t few 
montuB, been forwarded to tho growers 
of the ftate. Tiiis, is abpointdy nucus- 
enry, as tho ouly way lo tuuku our work 
ell'uctivo is to keup.lhe grower thoroughly 
posted. Wu need, and must have, If we 
Aspect lo curry on our work effectively 
during tbe coming eeuoou, a eum of not 
Ivan than $0000.

litlectivo help mufit be paid; a central 


oitice must be established; u eullk-ieut 
number of clerks, traveling agents and 
raiaiu inspectors employed, and the ex- 
pense of passing an act through tho leg- 
islature must bo defrayed. 


As a remedy your committee would 


recommend that all tho growers of the 
etato support the bill about to be intro- 
duced to tbe legislature, a draft of which 
will be submitted for your consideration. 
This bill provides for the organization of 
a raisin growers' association, with power 
to establish a uniform grade of tbe 
various quality of raisins; and tbat each 
quality should be designated by a par- 
ticular brand or number. That all rais- 
ins so packed should have a seal at- 
tached, which Beat should be under the 
authority of. law. This will not prevent 
raisin growers from continuing to use 
their own brands, but in addition thereto 
there will be a brand or number which 
shall indicate tbe quality packed, and to 
which a seal will be attached under the 
authority of law. This will result in a 
great advantage to those who adopt the 
state brand, as it will establish a uniform 
quality of each pack upon which a recog- 
nized value will be set. Bankers will 
then be willing to advance thereupon. 
At present bankers have no idea cf the 
value or quality of raisins and are on- 
willing to make advences on them. 
Wheat and cotton have 
established 


brands or grades, and it is sought to 
make raisins, properly graded, an equal 
security for advance. 


We recommend tbat the association 


should embraco all the growers of raisins 
in the state and all packers and brokers 
who handle their raisins. 
That the 


grower, the packer and the broker should 
each give bonds to the association, bind- 
ing themselves under a 
substantial 


penalty, as follows: 


The growers, that they will onlv do 


business with packers aud brokers who 
are members of the association, and that 
they will not sell, or-'allow to he sold, 
thoir raisins at less than the minimum 
price from time to time agreed upon in 
tho manner hereafter provided. 


The packers, that they will not handle 


raisins for any but members of the as- 
sociation, and that they will not soil rai- 
sins at lees than the minimum price, 
and tbat they will not employ any 
broker who is not a mem bor of tho asso- 
ciation. 


The brokers should be bound tbat 


they will only do business and receive 
raisins from members of tbeasHocIation, 
and that they will not ssll at lees than 
the minimum price hereafter agreed 
upon. 


That the association shall bo managed 


by its directors or by its executive com- 
mittee, two-thirds of whom elmll consist 
of growers aud one-third of packers aud 
brokers, 


The executive committee shall from 


time to time fix the price ut which rai- 
sins shall bo sold. 


That the association elmll lui.intum an 


often, to which both packer nnd broker 
shall report daily miles; such reports 
shall show tbo qunu'ity, (Mu'.lly, brand, 
price and location nt which each ant) 
evpry enln ahull hp-vo been rnmlo, and 
ttiPKe reports eball bo eont to the eocro- 
tary to every broker and packer who are 
mom here of the association. 


That the /cos for membership shall 


bo: 


Grower, 10 cents for overy acre ot rai- 


sin vines in hearing. 


Pucker, $ 100 per annum. 
Broker, $ 100 per annum. 
If this plan is adopted tbe eastern 


broker will have to transact his business 
thrctigb the California broker, who will 
bo under the Immediate jurisdiction of 
the packer and. the association.

will virtually place the entire raisin busi- 
ness of the state in tho hands of about a 
dozsu brokere, instead of, as at the pres- 
ent 
time, 
ecatterirjg

amongst brokera in all parts of the 
United States, and will prevent the 
shipment of several carloads of raisins 
at one time to a city where the market is 
overstocked. 


Weuluo recommend thnt the practice 


of shipping late cured second crop r&i- 
pioe of inferior ouality bo discontinued, 
nnil that the rocoiid crop of grapes bo 
manufactured into syrup or jelly.
